39 more clearly points out version information included in object files. Column 8 lines 35-40 of Boehm as cited in the Final Office action 
discloses formation of an executable based on these object files and, as such, inherently includes version information in the executable by 
way of the object files. Evans teaches the association of versions and functions, and Tanaka teaches function naming as provided in the 
Final Office action on pages 5 and 6. 
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
